As soon 4s the engine could 
b* stopped Mr. Hutchinson and his fire- 
man carried the boy off the track and 
laying him. down beside a fence sent at 
once for # physician. 
Tbe news of the accident spread rapidly, 
and in a short time the boy was surrounded 
by alarge crowd of peopie all anxious to 
know the extent of bis injuries. From the 
time the accident occurred until his re 
moval the boy wax upabie to speak and 
for quite a while it was impossible to tell 
who he was. Fipally, how 
ever, a colored man stepped 
up and recognizea him as his nephew, and 
gave his! name as Ed Bonds, and stated 
that bis father was a biacksmith in the 
Western and Atlantic railroad shops. 

To the call for physicians Drs. Nicolson 
and Stroud responded, After ascertaining 
the boy’s condition, they gave him quitea 
quantity of liquor and caused his removal 
to bisbome on Harris street, near the 
Boulevard. An examination of his limbs 
showed tl at the right leg bad 
been crushed in two just below the 
knee and also oroken just above, whiist the 
left leg was broken near the ankle and 
again higher up. The bones protruded in 
a fracture in each leg and the crushed 
limbs presented a borrible appearance. Dr 
Nicolson deciared amputation necessary, 
put after the removal to his home the boy 
began to sink so rapidiy that the physi 
cian, realizing the fastapproach of death, 
declined to perform the operation. Alter 
the accident Bonds never spoke and al- 
though his intense suffering was made ap 


fparent in his face, he bore his injuries

I ’sall aone-sided business, aud the poor, 
helpless wome. just have to lookcn and 
bear it I never did want the women to 
vote, but as Ll grow older I don’t see 
ai y salvation or ‘em, but the 
baiiot and I am getting wiiliug for them to 
have it—that is the married ones and the 
widows. Then they would vote out whisky 
and we men would vote out snuff and 
opium and go to raising a better stock of 
children. There is a power of trouble in 
the world we don’t kuow anything about. 
Every few deysi geta letter from some 
poor woman iu distress and that makes me 
wish I was rich, for then I could helpem., 
Here is one now from Mrs. Georgia 
Pace of Nicholson, Jackson county, 
whose #on went off to fied work 
e few weeks ago, and she can’t heer of 
him any more. Shesays he wasa good 
boy, and sober, and honest, and she isa 
lone widow without money, and don’t 
know who to apply to find her son. Well, 
I know the poor creature’s heart is year ..ing 
for that boy. and if he is the boy she 
thinks he is he ought to write to her, 
but I'm afraid that he ain't. His 
name is E.O Pace, And here is another 
letter from the widow of an officer 
in our army who was killed in battle. She 
has two daughters dependent upon her and 
has been trying to educate them for teach 
ers, but her health failed, and a fire come 
along and burned up her furnitgre, and if 
she sould only borrow fifty dollars she 
could pull through, Well, | &tow herto be 
a good women and a trueone, but you see I 
havent got the fifty dollara and that’s what 
worries me. Wish I was Seney or Vander 
bilt or Jay Gould for about twelve months 
and nobody knew it. I would just like to 
go around sorter incog and find out the 
hard cases and the sad cases aod pr'ze’em 
out of the mire, wouldn’t you? The pros- 
pect in general throgghb eur partos the stute 
is tolerable gloomy, 1 can tell you. There 
are people all around me i who 
are bound to suffer incon- 
venience, for it’s very inconventent 
to be without something ww live on in the 
dead of winter. Our people haven’t made 
on ab average enough corn to last ‘em till 
Christmas, and they won’t make more than 
half acrop of cotton, if that. The mer- 
chants carried ‘elu last year and lost, and 
so had to help 'em this year and lost more, 
and how they are going to squetze along 
till the next crop I don’t know. They will 
have to sell their stock for they can’t feed 
it. Grain is bound to be high for the west- 
ern crop is poor. East Tennessee had rain 
a plenty and isin a good fix, but middle 
Tennessee is about burnt up The drought 
extends all through Missouri and coro 
keeps going up higher and _ bhigher. 
Our people won’t save any hay and mighty 
little fodder, and the western crop is not 
much better. It’s bad, very bad, and I’ve 
been thinkirg that may be the legislature 
had better réconsidey and pyt off some 
things for another year. | hope they will 
help the school at Dahlonega, but may be 
a hundred thousand dollars will be enough 
torun the new capital until we make an- 
other crop. I hope the farmers down the 
country have made enough sweet potatoes 
and gabbers to put the children through. 
We have made no potatoes up here but our 
folks can dig iron ore and manganeese and 
work on Mr. Cole’s railroad and pull 
through somehow. We are not goingto 
perigh to dpath nor giveup the ship. Mrs. 
Arp hag got a jitiie mongy hid away to 
take her and the children to the ex positien, 
Says she is going to put up atthe Merkham 
and stay a week and give receptions to al!

I am only glad that the others have 
not left their homes yet, and are 
waiting under my advice to leave 
with toe first s eamer whioh the North- 
German Lioyd has promised to start di 
rec:ly toSavanvah between the first and 
fifteenth of October next. Fully relying 
ou your ercouraging ivformatioa about a 
favorable and immediate action by the 
present legislature, I haye kept right on in 
my work, although, as you are aware, to 
dv this | have to borrow money all 
the time, and considering the amount 
for travel ng, advertizing, etc, I am 
sume'imes at a loss where to turn 
next for immediate help. Thus far I have 
been quite fortuaate with the working of 
my pian by informing the aathorities tha: 
my efforts were not to violating the laws 
reiative to promoting emigration, but to 
enlighten from the large class of emigrants 
many who ought not to ewigrate at all, 
and to ‘urnish others with necessary infor. 
mation by dispelling the erroneous impres- 
sions, or the downnght falsehoods, about 
the south in generai, about the climate, 
state of society. etc 

Only two weeks ago two land agents from 
Illinois were forced to leave the country. 

Three newspapers of Holstein have 
promised me assistance and I am in hopes 
that I may send you within one week one 
of these papers containing information 
about Georgia prompted by me, but of 
course the active co-operation of these 
papers willdepend upon how soon [ wil 
be abe to make sume vi my 
promises rood to them.

Blau, who went to Georgia recently,) has 
made up his mind to emigrate and leaves 
his piace of employment, the 3rd instant, 
and expects to saii for Americain three 
weeks. It is very likely that with him 
will leave also several young men of excel- 
lent character who will start with direct 
recommendation from myself to you per- 
sonally. They are undoubtedly an ad- 
vance party of good and substantial citi- 
zens from Holstein, and, if only tolerabiy 
well assisted, will be followed at once by 
families some of them bringing not 
less than six thousand marks with them 
One of these young men,I know positively, 
has already notified the provinciat bypothe- 
cary institu‘ion of his iutended withdrawal 
of 5,000 marks

as will inspire me to that activity which 
I long for.
